Wuller’s abstractions from the 
bank, as shown by the F DIC ex- 
jaminers’ study of records, began 
last Oct. 1 when he made an entry 
in the bond account ofthe bank 
indicating its bond -holdings had 
been increased by $100,000. At the 
same. time he drew two drafts on 
the bank, in favor of himself, each 
for $50,000. One he cashed through 
a St. Louis bank. How the other 
was cashed has. not been deter- 
mined. 

Supporting the 3100, 000 entry in 
the bank’s bond accounts were $94,- 
500 in bonds against schools and 
churches in the Catholic diocese of 
Belleville, which were not owned 
by the bank, but in its: possession 
as trustee, and a $5500 item for 
bonds which actually had been sold 
by the bank, and for which it re- 
ceived the money. 

Of the church bonds, $41,500 were 
of an issue which had been turned 
in for cancelation, when they were 
exchanged for bonds bearing a lew- 
er interest rate. Wuller, as the ac- 
tive head of the bank, should have 
canceled them, but did not, permit- 
ting them to remain as apparent 
assets of the bank. 

The other $53,000 in church bonds, 


‘which made up the total of $94,500 


which Wuller obtained by manip- 
ulating the bank's bond account, 


were valid obligations, but were not 


owned by the bank. They were be- 
ing held for sale to the public. 


Examination Unexpected. 

Wuller, the examiners said, was 
unaware that an examination was 
to be made of the bank when State 
examiners went there Jan. 17 for a 
routine inspection. At that 
they said, he had accumulated, 
since Dec. 1, a $35,000 debit. in cash 
items which he had taken for him- 
self as the money came ‘into the 
bank. 

To make up that deficit, the 
examiners said, Wuller wrote three 
checks, one for $15,000 on the ac- 
count of Bishop Althoff, one for

U. S. WIRE-TAPPING EVIDENCE 
IN MASSACHUSETTS UPHELD 


Federal Agents’ Work Held Legal 
im Two-to-One Appellate 
. Decision. 
By the Associated Press. 

BOSTON, Jan. 31.—The First Dis- 
trict United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals ruled today in a two-to- 
one decision that evidence obtained 
through wire-tapping by Federal 
agents within the State of Massa- 
chusetts was legal. 

Upholding the conviction of three 
Greater Boston residents of conspi- 
racy to violate the alcohol revenue 
laws through evidence obtained by 
tapping telephone wires within the 
State, the majority ruled the evi- 
dence was legal in a Federal Court. 
' Referring to a Massachusetts law 
forbidding eavesdropping on tele- 
phone wires, the Court ruled: “The 
eavesdropping act of Massachusetts 
does not in terms render evidence 
obtained by wire-tapping inadmis- 
sible in the courts of that common- 
wealth, and we find no decisions of 
the Supreme Court of Massachusetts

Supreme Court Rules Judges 
Have No Power to Enjoin 
Labor Board Inquiries. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.— The Su- 
preme Court upheld today the right 
of the National Labor Relations 
Board to conduct hearings to de- 
termine whether companies subject 
to the Wagner Labor Relations Act 
had engaged in unfair labor prac- 
tices. 
Justice Brandeis delivered the 
opinion on two cases involving the 
Bethlehem Shipbuilding Corpora- 
tion and the Newport News Ship- 
building & Dry Doek Co. . 
He announced no dissent. Justice 
Cardozo, ill with heart disease, did 
not participate. 
Brandeis said the Court was of 
the opinion that the United States 
District Courts were “without pow- 
er to .enjoin the shosrd from hold- 
ing’ thé learitigs.” 

Cites Act of Congress. 
“The District Court,” Brandeis 
said, is without jurisdiction to en- 
join hearings because the power 
‘to prevent any person from engag- 
ing in any unfair practice affect- 
ing commerce’ has been vested by 
Congress in the Board and the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals and Congress 
has declared: “This power shall be 
exclusive; and shall not be affected 
by any other means of adjustment 
or prevention that has been or may 
be established by agreement, code, 
law, or otherwise.’ 
“The grant of that exclusive pow- 
er is constitutional, because the act 
provided for appropriate procedure 
before the board and in the review 
by the Circuit Court of Appeals and 
adequate opportunity to secure ju- 
dicial protection against possible 
illegal action on the part of the 
board. 
“No power to enforce an order 
is conferred upon the board. To se- 
cure enforcement, the board must 
apply to a Circuit Court.of Appeals 
for its affirmance. And until the 
board’s order has been affirmed by 
the appropriate Circuit Court of. 
Appeals, no penalty accrues for dis- 
obeying it.”

Only Handful of 2000 Del- 
egates Vote Against Res- 
Made in Opposition.

ASHINGTON, Jan. 31. — The 
United Mine Workers’ convention 
voted John L. Lewis unlimited fi- 
nancial support today to carry on 
the work of the CI O. Only a 
handful of the 2000. delegates vot- 
ed against the resolution and only 
one spoke against it. 

Joseph Frantz Jr. of Williams, 
Ok., protested that there should be 
some limit on the financial con- 
tributions to the CIO. 

“We want to know what its go- 
ing to cost and who is going to get 
the money,” Frantz said. 

The adoption of the C I O reso- 
lution followed by less than an hour 
a proposad by the Rev. Francis 
J. Haas, Catholic University in- 
structor, for resumption of peace 
negotiations with the A. F. ot L. 
Haas received half-hearted ap- 
plause. 

The miners voted to direct their 
officers “to continue the activities 
of the C I O with greater strength 
and increased activity for the pur- 
pose of ultimately achieving a la- 
bor movement in this country which 
shall afford the greatest economic 
and political strength to the work- 
ers of the country.” 

The United Mine Workers was 
one of the unions which helped 
establish the C I O, and provided 
both leadership and finances for the 
new organization. 

The auditor’s report on U NM W. A 
finances submitted to the conven- 
tion for the six months’ period end- 
ing last Nov. 30, showed the miners 
had lent $1,224,000 to the C I O and 
two of its biggest affiliates, the 
Steel Workers and Textile Workers 
Organizing Committees. Besides the 
loans, dues amounting to $180,000 
were assessed for the benefit of the 
CI O. 

Lewis on Jobs Problem. 

Lewis‘ declared last night that 
thousands of workers now face des- 
perate need and even starvation 
“in spite of the President’s prom- 
ise” to let no willing worker starve. 

In a letter urging all affiliates of 
his Committee for Industrial Or- 
ganization to notify Congress that 
“immediate action is needed“ to 
provide 3,000,000 work relief jobs 
tor the unemployed, Lewis added: 

“The administration has taken 
upon itself this obligation, and the 
workers of America expect it to 


availiable at present to meet an un- 
employment situation that is reach- 
ing “a very serious emergency,” he 
said. 

“Unless an immediate order is 
made by the administration to the 
WPA to open its rolls and put 
at least 3,000,000 people to work, 
there will be dire suffering in the 
nation. This order can be given 
immediately. Following that there 
will be needed a supplemental] ap- 
propriation by Congress for the rest 
of the fiscal year up to June. 30, 
1938, sufficient to cover at least 
8,000,000 jobs.” 

Saying the CI O “has taken upon 
itself the duty of presenting the 
case of the unemployed,” Lewis 
added that the affiliated United 
Mine Workers already were calling 
the matter to the attention of Con- 


gress. 

The miners’ union, of which Lew- 
is is president, has urged an imme- 
diate appropriation of one’ billion 
dollars to cope with present unem- 
ployment and an added two billion 
dollars to meet needs in the next 


jfiscal year. 


Lewis’ letter said: 
“Chicago reports that 25,000 now 
need W P A jobs; Detroit needs at

Army officials, he announced, 
had advised him unofficially the 
War Department was contemplat- 
ing an army of 280,000 men by 1943. 
This would provide for a regular 
army at the present strength ‘of 
165,000, plus 115,000 enlisted re- 
serves. , 

Representative Tinkham (Rep.), 
Massachusetts, contended that Pres- 
Adent Roosevelt had in mind “an 
aggressive foreign war by the Unit- 
ed States.” . 

He said Roosevelt had proposed 
in “an audacious war message” an 
additional appropriation of nearly 
one billion dollars for military pur- 


That message, in conjunction with 
the President's address at Chicago 
last fall suggesting a “quarantine” 
of aggressor nations, could mean 
only that Roosevelt contemplated a 
foreign war, Tinkham said. 


‘Re-enactment of Tragedy.’ 

“The United States is being armed 
to enter a world war on the side 
of Great Britain,” he continued. 
“We are again on the road to re- 
enactment of the tragedy of the 
United States in the role of puppet 
state of Great tain.” 

Tinkham said events of recent 
months paralleled those preceding 
entry of the United States into the 
World War of 1917. 

“Now as then,” he said, “we have: 

“A President who is an interna- 
tionalist. 

“A Secretary of State who does 
not believe in neutrality. 

“Some newspapers more British 
than American, so handling their 
news as to incite the American 
people to violence and war. 

A steady procession of British 
officials and British propagandists

ROME, Jan. 31.—The authorita- 
tive Fascist editor, Virginio Gayda, 
chided President Roosevelt yester- 
day for the United States’ rearma- 
ment program which he described 
as “colossal.” 

Writing in II Voce D'Italia, Gay- 
da said that the President’s pro- 
gram “fits badly the charges re- 
peatedly echoed in his speeches 
against authoritarian states who 
are suspected of aggressive inten- 
tions solely because, following the 
universal course, they also take 
care to rearm.” 

Gayda said the enthusiasm with 
which the American program was 
received in England “again injects 
the spirit of war in the alleged 
peace campaign which, in conven- 
tional phrases, inspires the cannon 
programs of imperial democracies.” 


BRITISH LABORITE EXPLAINS 
PURPOSE OF VISIT TO U. 8. 


Says He Is Making Trip to Gather 
Information and Not to In- 
terfere With Affairs. 

LONDON, Jan. 31.—Herbert Mor- 
rison, Labor member of Parliament, 
who plans to sail for the United’ 
States March 25, said today he 
would “scrupulously refrain from 
any improper interference with do- 
mestic affairs either of the Ameri- 
can Labor party or the United 
States as a whole.”

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GEN. JOHNSON OFFERS PLAN 
TO END BUSINESS SLUMP. 


Urges Restrictions on Investment of 
Private Capital Be Removed, 
Anti-Trust Acts Be Revised.

BALTIMORE, Jan. 31. — Gen. 
Hugh S. Johnson, former head of 
the NRA, outlined Saturday night 
a nine-point program by which he 
said the “whole picture” of the busi- 
ness slump “could be changed in 
six hours from gloom to sunlight.” 

Defending the profit system in an 
address at the annual dinner of the 
Baltimore Real Estate Board, John- 
son said “a simple statement of re- 
vised policy from the White House, 
coupled with as brilliant and rapid 
a course of confirmatory and cour- 
ageous action as we had in 1933” 
would do much to dissipate the 
“whole desperate nightmare.” 

Johnson suggested that all re- 
strictions on the investment of pri- 
vate capital for profit” be repealed 
and that the anti-trust acts be re- 
vised “to tell business exactly what 
it ean and can’t do.” 

He advocated restoration of re- 
lief to the states, abolition of ex- 
penditures on unnecessary projects 
and reduction of the Social Security 
tax. He called for a balanced bud- 
get, a maximum hours and mini- 
mum wages law on a “realistic 
basis” and reorganization of the 
Labor Relations Board.

ESTABLISHED IN GERMANY 


Its Purpose Is to Make Certain Na- 


eral Hermann Wilhelm Goering, 
head of the Nazi four-year plan for 
economic self-sufficiency, an- 
nounced today creation of a nation- 
al economic defense council. 

Its purpose, said the announce- 
ment, “is to render it certain that 
German economy can meet all de- 
mands necessary for the security 
of the German people.” 

Germans who have given special 
service in the field of economics 
will be summoned to join and to 
take a special oath of loyalty to 

rer Hitler. They will be 
knewn as “economic defense lead- 
ers.” 
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the irritating shackles of the World 
War peace broken and Germany 
transformed into a first-class mili- 
tary Power. 

Jews—Germany stands in a fair 
way to drive Jews completely out 
of the Reich's economic sphere as 


‘Politics—Once a country of two 
dozen political parties, the Reich 
now has but one, the National So- 
cialist. All others have been abol- 
ished and all rallying points for 
possible formation of opposition 
eliminated. 

Internationa] isolation—This was 
almost complete in 1933, but now 
Germany has close alliances with 
Italy and Japan and enjoys a spe- 
cial friendship with Yugoslavia, 
Poland, Hungary and Rumania. 

Colonial Demands Considered. 

The problems of the Nazi future 
center about the Reich’s demand 
for colonies, stripped from her by 
the war, as sources of raw materi- 
als; the manufacture of substitutes 
for the things Germany cannot pro- 
duce from within; the improvement 
of foreign relations, especially with 
the world’s democracies, and reach- 
ing peaceful relations with the 
Catholic and Protestant confession- 
al churches. . 

The colonial demands are now 
being seriously discussed by foreign 
Powers. On this score time ap- 
pears to work for Germany. 

The nation is virtually on a war 
basis nomically as she awaits 
the results of scientific ersatz (sub- 
stitute) developments, but its lead- 
ers are confident that the present 
sacrifices will bring rich dividends. 

There seems to be a growing dis- 
position in France and Britain to 
lay aside their ideological objec- 
tions to some sort of a pacific ar- 
rangement with Germany, but on 
the domestic front the churches 
still refuse to yield to Nazi control 

Jeweled Star to Neo-Pagan.

customers today for some of the 
metal. : 
France bought a total of $45,000 


about three months ago. But the 
Treasury still has $12,750,000,000 
left. 


Because the Treasury's fixed price 
of $35 an ounce for gold was the 
highest in the world, $5,703,320,000 
of foreign gold has come into this 
country in the past four years. 

For Sale to Governments. 

It is for sale at the same price to 
any government or central bank, 
but not to individuals in either this 
or any other country. Since 1934, 
it has been illegal for individuals 
in the United States to own gold 
except for jewelry, industrial and 
museum purposes. 

The price was fixed by President 
Roosevelt when he devalued the 
dollar on Jan. 31, 1934. Under spe- 
cial congressional authorization, he 
reduced from 23.22 to 155-21 grams 
the amount of gold needed to equal 
a dollar. This meant that the price 
of gold was increased from $21.67 
to $35 an ounce. 

Since the depression forced most 
countries to abandon such definite 
ratios between gold and their cur- 
rencies, in much of the world gold 
has only the value it can bring in 
the market, like a bushel of wheat. 

$34 on Foreign Markets. 

Except for a few days, the for- 
eign markets have offered little 
more than $34 an ounce for gold 
during the past four years. It was 
that high most of the time only be- 
cause sellérs always could get $35 
in the United States if they paid 
the 24-cents-an-ounce cost of ship- 
ping the metal. 

Gold’s principal use is to back up 
paper money. Prior to 1934, hold-

A GLANCE AT CANADA. 

For two years, business has had a “breathing spell” 
in Canada. In that period, prosperity of the 1929 
vintage, almost, has been retrieved. The experience 
has been so satisfactory that the Parliament now in 
session is expected to extend the industrial recess 
from legislative direction or discipline. 

Certain mildly restrictive measures are under ad- 
visement. National unemployment insurance, for 
one, if all the provinces approve. Second, the Anti- 
Combines Commission may be given larger powers to 
| combat enterprises believed to be operating to the 
public detriment. The law against “blue-sky” flota- 
tions will be tightened. That ig all. 

Co-operatively, Parliament will, it is forecast, re- 
spond to the pleadings of business for tax relief. 
Remission of income taxes may be voted, in the 
amount invested by corporations in plant expansion 
or improvement, A low-cost housing project is under 
consideration, in which the Government would pro- 
vide second-mortgage money, not to exceed 15 per 
cent of the total cost. Proponents say a building pro- 
gram aggregating $100,000,000 will result. Favorable 
reaction is reported to this plan, which contributed so 
substantially to England’s recovery. 

Finally, popular interest centers on the trade 
agreements which will be submitted for ratification. 
Ottawa, like Washington, seems to have a Cordell 
Hull-—somebody with the vision to perceive that trade 
must be revived if business is to enjoy real health. 
Apart from the merits of any specific proposal, 
the parliamentary attitude is, of course, the impres- 
sive feature. Seemingly, business and the liberal 
administration of Mackenzie King have come to an 
understanding. It is the obviously sensible arrange- 
ment, If it works well in Canada, as it appears to 
be doing, it ought to work equally well here. 
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NO ARMISTICE IN SAVAGERY. 

When Spain’s civil war began, loyalist flyers 
had orders to attack only military objectives, and 
civilian casualties at their hands for months were 
rare. The rebels, however, followed a program of or- 
ganized terror. Seeking to break the defenders’ 
morale, Franco’s aviators rained bombs upon non- 
combatants, and often mopped up by flying low to 
machine-gun fleeing sutvivors, Guernica was their 
masterpiece of horror. 

In -desperation after the Teruel reverse, the 
Fascists’ intensified their raids, and hundreds of 
women and children were slaughtered at Barcelona, 
Valencia and other points.

Marvin E. Singleton, who died in New York Satur- 
day, began work as a drug store clerk in Waxa- 
hachie, Tex., at the age of 17. An illness was re- 
sponsible for his entrance into the cottonseed oil 
business, where his duties as weigher and handy 
man permitted him to work in the open air. Brains 
and industry brought him in this business to a posi- 
tion of independent wealth. When he died, Mr. 
Singleton had behind him a long record of business 
success in various fields. 

He entered public service during the World War 


Jas chief of the St. Louis Ordnance District, in 


charge of financing, inspection, transportation and 
personnel for munitions industries in an area ex- 
tending to the Pacific coast. He was given, for this 
work, the Distinguished Service Medal, ‘the only 
civilian in Missouri to be so honored. 

Fresher in the public mind is his acceptance of 
membership on the St. Louis Board of Election 
Commissioners, when ex-Gov. Park supplanted the 
discredited’ Waechter board. Mr. Singleton and his 
colleagues served with such distinction as to win 
for themselves the St. Louis Award for outstanding 
service to the community. 

It is a happy circumstance that this testimonial of 
the city’s gratitude came within his lifetime. 
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THE “FALLING WOMACKS.” 

Trial of the “Falling Womacks,” as the news writ- 
ers have dubbed the. defendants in the fake damage 
cases in Hast St. Louis, turns the spotlight on one 
of the less publicized hazards of business. 

According to the evidence, the nine defendants 
made claims for 57 falls against 45 companies over 
a period of two years and obtained settlements of 
89 of them for a total of $2085. The prosecution 
charges the defendants pursued this racket as a pro- 
fession, falling systematically in bus, taxi or depart- 
ment store aisle on the slightest provocation or on 
no provocation at all. In only one of the score 
or so of cases in which the firms stood their ground 
and refused to pay damages was a suit filed in court. 

Alleging injury by fall is, of course; only one of 
numerous ways of carrying on the phony damage 
claim dodge. Other varieties include false claims of 
being made ill by food or drink or suits for false 
arrest. The latter are often deliberately induced. 
Merchants invariably are wary of letting the store 
detective arrest shoplifters, lest the culprit defeat 
the case in court and then gue for false arrest. 

Usually the evidence against the faked claims 
racketeers is circumstantial. Conviction is difficult 
except where the cumulative record of attempts to 
collect is so large as to argue fraud. Their game is 
aided by the fact that business men often prefer to 
make a nominal payment rather than risk having to 
go to court. 

When the racket becomes unbearably prevalent in 
@ city, it is usually self-correcting. Goaded beyond 
endurance, business men stop paying oft and join 
in employing special attorneys and detectives to de- 
fend the suits and gather evidence for criminal 
prosecution of the racketeers. Like any enterprise, 
good or bad, it can be plied so freely as to be caught 
by the law of diminishing returns, A Federal court 
jury will decide whether the “Falling Womacks” 
have pushed a “good thing” too far.

The almost universal plan finally adopted 
was the imposition of a poll tax as a pre- 
requisite to voting. The poverty-stricken 
former slave, unable to pay the $1.50 or $2 
head tax, was thus deprived of the right to 
vote, Today the Southern Negro has lost 
almost all political identity. 

Furthermore, the tax that was levied to 
disfranchise the Negro has disfranchised, 
as well, an alarmingly large percentage of 
the white population. In the eight Southern 
states still making thé payment of an an- 
nual poll tax a prerequisite to voting, a 
smaller percentage of the population goes to 
the polls than in non-Southern states, 

In West Virginia, where there is no voter 
poll tax, 88 per cent of the population over 
21 years of age voted in the 1986 general 
election. But in South Carolina, only 13 per 
cent voted; in Alabama, 19 per cent; in 
Georgia, 19 per cent; in Virginia, 24 per 
cent; in Arkansas, 17 per cent; in Missis- 
sippi, 16 per cent; in Texas, 25 per cent, and 
in Tennessee, 31 per cent. In 38 states 
where the poll tax is not imposed, more 
than 50 per cent of the adult population

A little of it 
will bring some good. More of it 
will bring more good. All of it 
might lay the foundations of a long 
century of world peace. 


Before any government can do 
anything about it, there must be 
time to study it, though we may be 
sure that the essential ideas are al- 
ready well known in all the capi- 
tals. But after some deliberation, 
the American Government is obvi- 
ously the one to take the lead by 
subscribing, not to the details, of 
course, but to the spirit and the 
principles of the report. 

The announcement that the Unit- 
ed States was ready and eager to 
proceed along these lines might 
very well make a profound impres- 
sion everywhere. For in any such

We have many classifications and 
sources of drugs. In former times 
they depended entirely upon sub 


modern chemistry, pharmacists and 
physicians have not waited to find 
a favorable substance in nature, 
but have deliberately gone out to 
try to manufacture it. 


Our uses of animal products are 
far wider and more scientific than 
they were in ancient times when 
such things as the mythical uni- 
corn’s horn, elephant’s tusks, toad 
venom, etc., were used. Nowadays 
we use such animal substances as 
products of the ductless glands, 
which give us drugs like adrenalin 
and pituitrin, which are widely 
used in all kinds of conditions. 

When we think of natural drugs, 
we think particularly of vegetables 


manuscripts are found references 
to many of the substances which 
we still use—for instance, -castor 
oil and opium. The Roman physi- 
cian, Galen, made a very complete 
study of vegetable drugs, and they 
are often called “Galenicals.” 
When the medieval physician, 
Paracelsus, came into vogue, he in- 
troduced mineral remedies, and 
had to fight very hard to convince 
physicians of his day that they 
were equal to the old vegetable 
drugs. 

For effective vegetable drugs we 
still have to depend upon trans- 
portation, because it is not possi- 
ble to grow all useful drugs in a 
temperate climate. The best digi- 
talis leaves are said to come from 
England, although they grow well 
in Minnesota. The poppy, which 
produces opium, is still cultivated 
only in Turkey; Macedonia, Persia, 
India and China. Quinine and 
ipecac come from South America, 
and the new drug so useful in 
treatment of nose infection and 
asthma, ephedrine, is grown in 
China.

MRS. F. L.: “My 17-year-old son 
works in a gas station after school. 
He has been told that he can get 
lead poisoning from having the 
tetra-ethyl gas come in contact with 
his pores.” 

Answer: I know of no instance 
in which tetra-ethyl has caused 
lead poisoning by absorption from 
the skin, but it is not impossible, 
and I would advise caution in al- 
lowing it to remain on the hands 
for any length of time. This can 
be avoided by wearing rubber 
gloves or by carefully washing the 
hands after contact.

At the beginning of 
February the daily normal range 
of temperature is from a minimum 
of 24 degrees early in the morning 
to a maximum of 40 degrees in the 
afternoon; on Feb. 15 the range is 
from 26 degrees to 43 degrees; on 
the twenty-eighth, from 30 degrees 
to 47 degrees. 

The warmest February was in 
1930, with an average temperature 
of 45.3 degrees, and the coldest, in 
1838, just 100 years ago (according 
to the Dr. Engelmann records), 
when the average was 20.8 degrees, 
but a very cold one, averaging 24.4, 
occurred two years ago, in 1936. 
The hi temperature ever re- 
corded in February was 84 degrees, 
in 1911, and, strange to say, on the 
first, which is normally the coldest 
part of the month.

Mercury is too close to the sun to be seen, and so is 
Jupiter, except at the end of the month, at which 
time it rises in the southeast about an hour and a 
half before the sun. 

They 
are close together in the west just after sunset. 


Feb. 3 Venus passes behind the sun and becomes 
an “evening star.”

It is not difficult to check up on 
the ground hog sign. Space does 
not permit the publishing of the de- 
tails of our research, but from the 
St. Louis records for the last 64 
years, we find that in more than 
half the time, the sign failed, and 
we must conclude that the state of 
the sky on Feb. 2 gives no indica- 
tion of what kind of weather is to 
prevail during the six weeks fol- 
lowing.

Snow is dispensed somewhat more 
generously in February than in any 
other month. Although the month 
is about 10 per cent shorter than 
January, its normal snowfall is 5.6 
inches, as compared with January's 
4.9 inches. The normal precipita- 
tion for February, including both 
rain and melted snow, is 2.56 inch- 
es. The wettest February was 
that of 1882, with 8.94 inches, and 
the driest, in 1870. with 0.28 inch. 
The normal number of days with 
measurable precipitation is 9. Dense 
fog days average 1.4, and dense 
smoke, 1.2. The greatest number 
of days with dense smoke (city 


1936. Eight Februaries in the last 
33 had no dénse smoke. 

February is the only month hav- 
ing prevailing winds from a direc- 
tion other than the south; it shows 
northwest winds to be slightly more 
frequent than any other. The nor- 
mal average hourly velocity is 11.8 
miles. : 

The lengthening days of Febru- 
ary compensate considerably for its 
oft-times unattractive weather fea- 
tures. The period of daylight in- 
creases a whole hour between the 
first and the last day. Hours of

Pruning 
Shrubs

URING the months of Feb- 

ruary and March, winter prun- 

ing may be practiced on the fol- 
lage shrubs like honeysuckle, shrub 
dogwoods, etc., where bloom is sec- 
ondary and the color and texture of 
the foliage is im t. Those 
shrubs whose chief asset is their 
bloom, like Forsythia, Spiraea Van- 
houttel, Weigelia, etc., must wait 
for their pruning until later, after 
they have ed flowering. This 
is not only for esthetic reasons, 
to avoid sacrificing this year’s flow- 
er crop, but is also advisable from 
a r’s standpoint, since they 
make their quickest growth after 
flowering, and the severe pruning 
is quickly overcome without loss 
of vigor. 

The proper tools for pruning are 
extremely important. First of all, 
a good, sharp pair of pruning shears 
is. essential. These are for use on 
branches less than one inch in 
thickness, since their scissors ac- 
tion would crush father than cut 
any stems of greater diameter than 
this, and so be likely to kill the liv- 
ing cambium layer just under the 
bark which is so necessary in the 
healing process. For larger 
branches and stumps, a good key- 
hole saw is recommended, whose 
narrow blade may be slipped be- 
tween closely growing branches to 
remove the old wood neatly at 
ground level. Large cuts should, of 
course, be treated with tree paint. 

Real pruning is done from the 
ground, rather than from the top 
of the shrub, and consists in the 
removal every three years or so of 
the old, thick canes from the base 
of the plant. Its chief purpose is 
to renew the vigor of the shrub 
without violating its natural shape, 
leaving the younger canes to con- 
tinue growth. More shrubs are 
ruined by promiscuous clipping and 
shearing at the top, than are 
harmed by complete neglect.

location, particularly in foun- 

dation plantings in front of 
windows, it is suggested first of 
all to give it a good renewal prun- 
ing from the ground, removing all 
old canes and dead wood. You will 
find that this thinning process haa 
not only taken out most of the un- 
sightly wood, but will usually re- 
duce the height of the shrub con- 
siderably. If it is still too tall, the 
ends of the remaining canes may 
then be shortened to the desired 
height, but the actual pruning 
should be completed before any 
clipping is practiced. 

Very old shrubs, which have not 
been pruned for many years, must 
have care and discretion applied 
along with the pruning shears and 
saw blade. It will probably be ad- 
visable to carry the process over a 
period of two years, rather than at- 
tempting to remove all the old wood 
in one season. An approximate bal- 
ance between shrub roots and their 
tops must be preserved, and with 
the old tangled specimens, to com- 
pletely prune them all at once 
might give them a shock from 
which they could not recover. 

Certain shrubs, like lilac and 
magnolia, are not to be pryned at 
all in the usual sense of the word. 
These need all their old wood for 
blooming purposes, and only the 
shoots or suckers which arise at 
their base should be removed, in 
order to prevent their taking nour- 
ishment away from the main trunk 
of the plant. 

Any shrub which consistently 
outgrows its location, requiring se- 
vere pruning each year to keep it 
within bounds, is obviously planted 
in the wrong place. Move it to 
some happier spot, and in planting 
new shrubs, have the nurseryman 
look up their eventual height and 
spread, to make certain they will 
not be too large for your purpose. 
No amount of pruning can keep 
an eight-foot shrub attractive in a 
spot Where a four-foot shrub de-

Harsh Personal Remarks 
About Their Shortcom- 
ings Can Do Much Harm

Helen Marie is 15, self-conscious, 
fidgety, very shy. Her teachers 
know that she is intelligent, but 
they have great difficulty in get- 
ting her to express herself before 
other people. Reciting in class is 
an ordeal. She is mood. and has 
no close friends as the other girls 
do. Her mother is troubled by all 
this and tries to get the child to be 
bright, attractive, friendly and pop- 
ular; and to accomplish these ends 
she resorts to direct and sharp 
criticism. 
How would you feel toward the 
person who told you to your face 
that you were a social failure and 
a mess generally? You would 
very likely choke with rage, and 
long to slay the truth-teller. The 
barbed arrow sticks in the flesh 
‘and you would writhe under the 
pain of it. And you would begin 
to think that maybe you were not 
as good, not as bright, not as at- 
tractive to other people as you 
had fancied. You would begin 
watching how other people treated 
you and find, sooner or later, 
something in their attitudes to 
wound your spirit. 

Children are even more sensi- 
tive than grown up people. They 
suffer under direct and harsh crit- 
icism. Their feelings are on the 
surface. Little things are impor- 
tant to them. Their manners, their 
appearance, their abilities are all 
sources of worry to them, and they 
suffer whenever they feel they have 
failed in any one of these very im- 
portant phases of their lives. They 
are more easily wounded, more 
easily influenced by criticism. Per- 
sonal remarks ‘made to them, or 
about them in their hearing, are 
likely to do grave harm. 

Children need criticism, but it 
must, be helpful. In order to make 
it helpful it must be made in- 
directly so that it does not wound 
their sensibilities. Whenever you 
turn to a child and say, “You,” 
be on guard lest you forget your- 
self and say to that child what 
you would not dare say to an 
adult, or say it in a manner that 
you would not think of using to 
an adult. 

Bullying is never pretty. People 
who would scorn to bully a child 
do just that without realizing it, 
and when the child reacts to the 
method by retreating, they wonder 
what ails him. You cannot make a 
child friendly by telling him that he 
is so unattractive that people shun 
him. You cannot make him bright 
by making fun of his mistakes. You 
cannot make him feel efficient by 
telling him that he is a blunder- 
ing fool. 

Go about it the other way. The 
poorer his showing the closer you 
should get to him in a friendly 
spirit. Make a point of showing 
him that you like him; that you 
are with him; that you are able 
and willing to help him. Tell him 
how much you appreciate him, 
Mark his good points. Teach him 
to smile at his mistakes. Help 
him to succeed. But do not, if 
you value his success, make harsh, 
direct, personal criticisme.
